The political and industrial problems which the American people have solved have 
been chiefly problems relating to the production of wealth; prob’ems concerning the 


@@iuitable distribution of wealth have not. appealed strongly to Americans. The tariff, 


which has been really the paramount issue in every campaign since Grant's time, is 


@mentially a problem concerning the production of wealth, the theory of the protection- 


its being that if a few Americans make money out of protection it is every man’s 
kokout to get his share. We are prone to settle our currency problems in favor of the 
Man who is amassing wealth, and have said frankly that if capital is hedged about and 
protected prosperity will rest and abide with the nation—prosperity meaning the ability 
to pile up wealth in the hands of the owners of capital, and giving other people a chance 
i get as much of the wealth as they can beg, wheedle, or gouge from capital. Our 
Bational creed is the devil take the hindermost, and a liberal trans!ation of e pluribus 
unum is that a sucker is born every minute. Slavery, which at first appears to be a 


problem concerned only with the distribution of wealth, failed as a system for the 


production of wealth before it became a moral issue. American railroads were built, 
factories installed, furnaces lighted, mines opened, banks established, cities built, and 
éommerce promoted at home and abread with an eye single to the production of wealth, 
Gad as an incident of that to furnish work at such wages as might be 
agreed upon to the man with one taletit,.and also to keep the man with five talents 
busy multiplying them at usury. It is entirely true that to him who hath has been 
given, though it is not true, except comparatively, that from him who hath not has 


been taken even that which he had. For the American people as a whele are tolerably 


well to do. 
Rich Are Richer but Poor Are Not Poorer. 

The rich have been growing richer, in too many cases, but the poor have not been 
growing poorer, though in proportion to the value of the work the poor—the day la- 
borc 8, mechanics, artisans, and tradesmen—have done they have not shared the bene- 
Ste of the national prosperity on an equality with those who have trodden the primrose 
path of high finance. Equity in the distribution of wealth has not kept pace with 
facility in the production of wealth in this country. In a large measure the laws of the 
American government, both national and state, have smoothed the path of progress for 
the production of wealth. These laws—the protective tariff, national and state bank- 
mg laws, federal, state, and local railroad subsidy laws, franchise grants, currency 
mactments, and many similar statutes—have made the whole people partners in the 
Wealth that has piled up in this country.

gowth and the riches that have come after it spring from the American people, their 
“peculiar genius for commerce, as expressed in their laws and traditions and customs. 
And until the 
Whole siti] body shares this wealth more equitably than it shares this 
Welle eew, until the hours of. work are shortened for the multitude, until the benefits 
Of Gramation are within the easy reach of every hard working, honest, intelligent 
Rab Woman, the obvious common sense problems of this government will not be 
aire. These problems of government concerning the equitable distribution of the 
Wealte of this nation, which is clearly the product of the national genius for trade and 
ianetry, are not day dreams. Men who desire to see laws relating to the just dis- 
bution of wealth as well as Jaws relating to the easy productior of wealth are not 
Mere chair warming dreamers waiting for a division of property and the advent of a 
Workiess day. They are not socialists, nor bomb throwers, nor calamity howlers. They

MEANS APOLOGY OR WAR, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Oct. 23.—Sir Frederick 
Pollock, corpus ~rofessor of jurispru- 
dence at Oxford, who has the repu- 
tation of being one of the first au- 
thorities in the world on international

There 
is no evidence that the Russian army will 
rush north as was the case after the battle 
of Liaoyang. In fact, the Russians have 
another line of defense to fall back on in the 
event that they are forced out of their pres- 
ent positions. 

During the last few days there has been fre- 
quent artillery fire, occasional infantry at- 
tacks, and daily clashes between outposts 
and scouts. 


Fight for Winter Quarters. 

“Unless the Japanese take the initiative soon 
the Russians, it is expected, will resume the 
offensive and endeavor to drive the Japanese 
back for the purpose of insuring the Safety 
of their winter quarters, which undoubtedly 
will be north of Mukden unless a southward 
advance is successful.

FIND 10,550 DEAD RUSSIANS. 

TOKIO, Oct. 23, 9 a. m.—Manchurian head- 
quarters, reporting by telegraph yesterday, 
says that the number of Russian dead found 
on the battlefield and interred up to Oct. 22 
makes a total of 10,550. Upon this total Rus- 
sian casualties are estimated to exceed 60,-

Talks to Poles and Bohemians on Na- 

tional Issues and Declares Adminis- 

| stration Abandoned Fight on Trasts

Draws Conclusions from the Igor-

“ The United States today is doing to the 
Philippines and Porto Rico exactly what the 
American -colonies revolted against England 
for doing to them in 1776," declared Mayor 
Harrison at Pilsen hall, Eighteenth street 
and Ashland avenue, yesterday afternoon. 
“ Why, then, should any American find fault 
with the inhabitants of those islands for pro- 


years ago fought so vigorously and for pro- 
testing in the same way if the opportunity 
comes to them?” 


; Trusts and Imperialism Topics. 


The mayor was talking to an audience 
largely composed of Bohemians and Poles, 
which filled the hall. His two themes were 
the trusts and imperialism. He spoke of the 
Philippine village he had investigated at St. 
Louis and said: 

“They showed me the Igorrote. They are 
good .looking men physically, but deficient 
mentally. Their chief achievement is to cut’ 
off the heads of their enemies. Their chief 


Speaking of the trust question, the mayor 
argued the republican party, and especially 
President Roosevelt, could not be trusted to 
handle it. He charged that the administra-

Talks of Republican Insincerity. 

“One thing has been done which shows 
the republican insincerity-in this matter,’

B. Cortelyou. 

“Now, Mr. Cortelyou was the secretary 
of commerce, and in that department is a 
bureau of corporations. It is the duty ofthe 
head of this bureau to become acquainted 
with the internal affairs of all the trusts of 


ing excellent in conception and artistically 
carried out.

The top of the 
circus’ ring was picked off and the bottom 
left. Then a layer of straw was used, after 
which brick clay was put on and packed 
with a twenty-five ton roller. Over the clay 
a layer of tan bark was strewn yesterday, 
and the ring .was ready. 

In the basement stables during the day the 
finishing touches were being put on the horses 
entered In the various classes. The Tichenor 
horses and: those of 'the Messrs. Moore 
reached the building early with their grooms 
and paraphernalia. These strings and that 
of Reginald Vanderbilt are quartered along- 
side each other, and to the few visitors that 
were admitted to the place they were objects 
of more than ordinary interest, mostly ofa 
critical nature.

BOMB THROWER MEETS DEATH. 


Unknown Workman Slays Himself in 
Attempt to Blow Up Polish 
Police Prefect. 


BERLIN, Oct. 24.—A telegram from Bialy- 
stok, government of Grodno, Russian Poland, 
states that on the evening of Oct. 19 a work- 
man. aged 20 years, threw a bomb into the 
office of the prefect of police and was him- 
self the only man killed. 

A terrible explosion followed, alenent 
wrecking the building and injuring some 
policemen and civilians. 

The bomb thrower was nearly torn to 
pieces by the explcsion. There is no clew 
to his identity, but the police are rigidly in- 
vestigating the affair.

NewYork,Oct. 23,—-[Special. j—Andrew Car- 
negie, who arrjved from England today in 
company with John Morley, the English 
statesman and author, declared his opposi- 
tion to the plan of calling a peace conference 
at this time and said such an action on the 
part of President Roosevelt would be an error 
and would not be looked upon with favor in 


Europe, 

“Let us not call a peace conference now, 
when two nations are struggling in awful bat- 
tle,”’ he said, after leaving the steamer Cel-

be regarded with great disfavor by the pow- 
ers of Europe.” 


/ Money for Maintenance Needed.

There is 
a convention between the powers to main- 
tain it, and they should not find any trouble 
in raising $100,000.’’

MIND A FOOTBALL FACTOR | 


NORTHWESTERN PROFESSOR ExX- 
PLAINS TEAM'S DEFEAT. 


Declares Mental Condi- 
tion of Evanston Players Rather 
than Physical Inability to Cope with 
Chicago Cost Saturday’s Game—Ath- 
letes, Too Confident, Quickly Ex- 
haust Strength When Opponents 
Gain Apparent Advantage. 


Speaking of the Chicago-Northwestern 
football game of last Saturday, Dr. Walter 
Dill Scott, professor of psychology at North- 
western university, sald yesterday that the 
game was lost by the team from the Meth- 
odist institution because of the players’ 
mental condition during the contest ag 
than because of their physical inability to 


| cope with the Midway athletes. 


The professor based his conclusion‘on close 
observation of the men before and after, as 
well as during the game, and deduced the 
theory that overconfidence preceding the 
contest, surprise at discovering Chicago's 
strength, followed by complete discourage- 
ment at the practical loss of their general, 
Quartef Back Johnson, Eckersall’s goal kick, 
and their opponents’ gain on fumbles, ren- 
dered the Northwestern men incapable of 
playing their best game. Back of all this, 
he said, lay the fact, "inure by laboratory 
tests, that-jdy increases strength, while pain, 
mental or physical, reduces it. 


Athletes No Stronger than Normal. 


In discussing the psychology of football in 
genera] the professor said: 

“T have made ‘tests in the psychological 
laboratory of young men who are prominent 
athletes and of others who are lacking in all 
athletic ability. I have thus tested scores of 
men from Northwestern university as well 
as from several other institutions. I have 
found the characteristics of athletes to be 
pronounced, 

“The first thing brought out in the tests 
was that athletes are not stronger than other 
normal and hedithy young men. Many good 
football players are not particularly strong 
in tests of strength. 

“The second thing I discovered was that 
athletes are not particularly rapid in their 
movementa. 


- Athletes More Quickly Exhausted. 


“The next thing which I found in my tests. 
was that athletes become exhausted more 
quickly than honathletes when both are put- 
ting forth their best energy for a continuous 
period. In my tests to secure complete ex- 
haustion, I found that athletes would bé ex- 
hausted within a few minutes, or even in a 
few seconds, but persons of less athletic abil- 
ity could not be exhauste@in the same length 

of time. 

‘My explanation is that an athlete is a 
man who has all his muscular energy under 
control, and is able to try harder than others. 
He is thus able to exert himself in such an 
extreme manner tat the tissues of the 
muscles and nérves are unable to recuperate 
as fast as they are torn down, and exhaustion 
results rapidly as a natural consequence. 


Coaching Doubles Strength. 

*T have found in laboratory tests that a 
man’s ability to put forth effort is dependent 
upon many than his general 
physical condition. hus I have discovered 
that some athletes are able to double their 
strength under coaching. When a man is 
trying his best he still may not be putting 
forth more than half his possile strength. 

“Another thing which affects physical 
strength is the general condition of the mind 
of the pérson tested. Thus every element 
of pain reduces the strength, and every ele- 
ment of pleasure increases it. F&Actory hands 
can produce more in a day under pleasant 
than unpleasant conditions. Pain reduces 
the vitality; it affects the working of the 
lungs, the heart, and the general circulation

MOB THREATENS SIX GYPSIES © 
HELD FOR MURDER OF CHILD. 
Arrests Follow Finding of Boy’s Body in 


Deserted Farmhouse Two Days After 
He Is Kidnaped from Home. 


Pheenixville, Pa., Oct. 
gypsies, accused of kidnaping and murdering 
4 year old Michael Mayerski, narrowly 
escaped lynching today following the dis- 
covery of the child’s body in a deserted farm- 
house near here. The body was lying ina 
pool of bloed and nearby was a club, with 
which the crime had been committed. The 
gypsies under arrest are Henry Wells, “ king 
of Pennsylvania gypsies"; Robert Wells, 
Michael and Barney Dougherty, Samuel Rig- 
ler, and George Wolverton. 

When the six prisoners were brought here 
on their way to jail a crowd gathered and 
shouted “ Lynch them,’’ “ Burn the mur- 
derers."" The constables fought the crowd 
off and dragged the prisoners through the 
street to the jail. Many surged about the 
gates, and it was only after the police threat- 
ened.to fire that they dispersed. 

The murdered child was kidnaped on Fri- 
day, while playing, by gypsies, ‘who were In 
two covered wagons. A vigorous search was 
instituted, teams and autos being utilized to 
scour the country, but no trace was found 
until the discovery of the body today. Near 
the scene of the crime is Gov. Pennypacker’s 
old home, “ Moore hall,” and the country 
residence of Senator Knox.

A TRAGEDY. 


Elgin Man Murders Wife and 
Then Attempts to End Own 


ON A CARRIAGE DRIVE. 


Frank Loos, Slayer, Accompanied. 
by Friends, of One of Whom 


Starting on a pleasure 
of friends and promising all a good time, 
Frank Loos of Elgin turned a merry occa- 
sion into a tragedy by shooting and killing 


Loos is at the Sherman hospital, Elgin, in 
a precarious condition, 
at his bedside. His chances of recovery are 
regarded as slight, and even if he lives it is 
believed his reason will be iost. | 

The killing took place on a main traveled 
road two and a half miles east of Bigin late 
Saturday night. The news of the shooting 
did not reach Elgin until early yesterday 
morning, when the police took the body of 
_ Mrs. Loos and her unconscious husband in 
town. 


Loos and his wife, together with three 
friends, were taking a moonlight drive in the 
country. 
baldwin, a well to do retired farmer, and be-~ 
cause he was jealous of his wife’s attentions 
to Baldwin, it is believed, Loos sought to kill 
both himself and wife. Loos had purchased 
a revolver and, according to testimony at 
the inquest, had planned the moonlight drive 
with the deliberate intention of closing it in 
tragedy. 

After driving around Elgin for an hour the 
party left the town and followed the Chicago 
street road into the country.

The British 
losses in South Africa from disease were 
frightful. The German army now operating 
against the Herreros is undergoing the same 
experience, its losses from typhoid “fever 


gresses. 

One‘conclusion which the Japanese seem 
to have reached is that more men recover 
from wounds when operations are not per- 
formed than otherwise.

Sir William Herschel made one reflector 
with a diameter of forty inches. But far 
the largest telescope ever made, either re- 
fractor or reflector, is that of the earl of 
Rosse, which is still in use at his observatory 
in Ireland. Its mirror is six feet indiameter. 

The observer has to climb high up and iook 
down into the tube of a reflecting telescope, 
its spectrum, or mirror, being netéssarily 
at its lower end. Because of the reflector’s 
unwieldiness and for other reasons it be- 
came desirable to improve the refractor. 
Dolland, an Englishman: Guinand, a Swiss: 
and Alvan Clark, an American, were mainly 
instrumental in raising it to its present de- 
gree of perfection. The first great telescope 
made by Mr. Clark was the 18 inch one now 
at the observatory of Northwestern univer- 
sity. In 1887 his firm completed the 86 inch 
telescope In the Lick observatory in Califor- 
nia. A few years later Alvan G. Clark, the 
son, scored the greatest triumph of his house 
when he finished the 40 inch telescope of the 
University of Chicago, which is now: in use 
in the Yerkes observatory on Lake Geneva. 
Wis. is is the most powerful refracting 
telescope In the world. 

It would be. hard to exaggerate the supe- 
riority of the results gained by these great 
telescopes over those secured with the small 
and imperfect instruments in use before 
they were made. But the amount that can 
be ed with the best telescope is bound- 
ed by narrow limits. A remote star can be 
better seen with it than with theeye, but the 
star’s distance cannot be accurately meas- 
ured. nor can tts composition or temperature 
be ascertained. The invention of the spec- 
troscope was, therefore, almost as great an 
event in the history of astronomy as the in- 
vention of the telescope.

Cranberry Chains.—Field corn and au- 
tumn leaves are suggested by Mary and Sara 
White for a children’s Halloween frolic, 
while jack o’ lanterns give a finishing touch 
of weirdness. One of the games is tossing 
chestnuts. A bowl shaped basket about nine 
inches in diameter is placed at the end of 
the room. Bach child receives ten chestnuts, 
and, standing elght feet from the basket, 
tries to throw them one by one into it. The 
score is kept by the hostess, and the child 
who has succeeded in tossing the greatest 
number of chestnuts into the basket wins. — 

Another game is peanut tournament. The 
children take seats around small tabies, four 
ateach. A large bowl of peanuts is brought 
in and a cupful is piled in the middle of 
each table. A small pair of bonbon tongs 
such as may be bought at,a confectioner’s, is 
provided every table. The children try in 
turn to take off a peanut at a time without 
stirring the other nuts. Ifa player succeeds 
he may have another chance and another 
until he fails, when the turn passes to the 
child on the left.. At the end of twenty min- 
utes a bell is rung, and the player at each 
table having most peanuts wins. The win- 
ners at the different tables play another 
round, and, if necessary, still another round 
is played until there is but one winner, who 
well deserves the prize, a huge papier maché 
peanut filled with bonbons, 

Among the charms that are tried is tin- 
tipper. Bits of tinfoil in which are wrapped 
folded slips of paper, each with a prophecy 
written upon it, are placedina tin or earthen 
@ish and covered with water. The alchohol 
is then poured down the side of the dish, 
gently, so that it will float on the water in- 
stead of mixing with it. The alcohol is 
then lighted and the children proceed as with 
snapdragon. 

Another charm is played by hanging a 
ring from the chandelier at a convenient dis- 
tance from the floor and each child in turn 
walks directly up to the ring, and, wit t 
hesitating a moment, tries to run a penc 
through it. This is more difficult than it 
sounds. Next three candles are lighted and 
set near the windolw. Three children at a 
time stand in front of the candles and each 
makes a wish. The window is then opened, 
and if one or more of the candles remain 
lighted for one minute the child who stood 
opposite that candle may feel sure that her 
wish will come true.
